Order No. 183 for $300.00 and order No. 195 for 12200.00 were 
given the Proctor Trust Co. for the benefit of the town treasury until 
the year's taxes were collected, when these orders were paid with 
interest then due, as shown by order 209. Order No. 211 appears in 
the road commission report. During the year just past the Gorham 
and the village river bridge were found to be in bad' shape and were 
replanked. Also the floor beams of the iron bridge over the Rutland 
railroad near the station were found to be entirely rusted out. These 
were replaced by new beams and strengthened and the bridge newly 
planked and painted. A total amount of $389.40 was spent in re- 
pairing bridges for the season. This unusual expense has made it 
necessary to overdraw the amount provided by taxes for the year and 
makes it necessary to increase the tax rate to square up.
